ARBITRATION OF LABOR DISPUTES- 


One of the acts ot the last legislature 


creates a labor commission of two m em ­ 


bers appointed by the governor. 
It is 


made th e duty of these commissioners, 


when they receive inform ation 
of the 


existence of a strike, lock-out, boycott, 


or other labor com plication affecting 


the labor or em ploym ent of fifty per­ 


sons or more, to go the place where the 


trouble exists and offer their service as 


mediators. 
If they can not bring about 


an am icable settlem ent in this way they 


shall endeavor to induce the parties to 


subm it th eir difficulties to arbitration. 


If arbitration is consente«! to th e labor 


commissioners and the judge of the cir 


cuit court in- the county where the 


trouble exists shall constitute the board 


of arbitration. 
The agreem ent to aib i- 


trate m ust be in w riting and signed by 


the em ployer or his representative, and 


signed by the em ployer or his represen­ 


tative and no less than two thirds of 


the striking employes. 


The finding of the arbitrators m ust 


be recorded in the office of the clerk 


of the circuit court. 
After th e finding 


is made both parties to the controversy 


m ust abide by it, and failing to do so 


may be punished by ihe court ioi 
con­ 


tempt. 


In case of a labor controversy in 


which the labor commission is unable 


to adjust the difficulties, and in which 


the parties to the controversy re use to 


submit to arbitration, it is mad 3 the 


iuty of the commission to investigate 


and learn the facts attending the d is­ 


agreement. 
They are given po * er to 


enforce the presence ot witness«'i and 


to take sworn statem ents 
iVhen such 


an investigation is com pleted th ' y are 


to report in a condensed form 
their 


finding to the governor, w in c m at 


once give out the report lo,' p blica- 


tion.

A pupil in the Boys’ G ram m ar school, 
on Lafayette street, G erm antow n, was 
asked by his teacher “ w hen the first 
congress 
occupied 
the 
G erm antow n 
academy, located on West School lane. 
It was a puzzle, of course, to the young 
scholar, who was at a loss to find any­ 
thing in p rin t verifying such an event. 
Tho facts, however, from w hich the 
false impression has frequently obtained 
are as follows: The governm ent of the 
U nited States was first inaugurated in 
New York in 1789, but by act of con­ 
gress Philadelphia w as m ade the capital 
of the nation from 1790 un til 1800. 
In 
1793 the yellow fever became epidem ic 
in this city, and it was in October of 
th a t year th a t the governor of Pennsyl­ 
vania asked the board of trustees to ac­ 
commodate the house of assembly, and 
a sim ilar request for quarters came from 
congress. 
At the N ovem ber m eeting follow ing 
the board proffered to congress the 
choice of the school building, but there 
is no m inute evidence to show th a t con­ 
gress accepted the generous offer. 
A t 
this tim e W ashngton resided in G erm an­ 
town, and the tow n was spoken of as 
the governm ent place of the state, and 
also of the U nited S tatea 
Jefferson, 
then secretary of state, and Randolph, 
attorney general, occupied tho building, 
some years ago tom down to extend the 
site on w hich the N ational bank now 
stands, at M ain street and School lane. 
So, w ith W ashington, Thom as Jeffer­ 
son and John R andolph residing is G er­ 
m antow n, it is not strange th a t the con­ 
clusion should be form ed th a t congress 
w as in session at the same tim e. 
Al­ 
though the G erm antow n academy never 
had the honor of accommodat ing con­ 
gress, a few years later, in 1798, when 
the yellow fever m ade its appearance 
again in this city, the banks of N orth 
A m erica and of Pennsylvania did find a 
tem porary place of safety in the old 
academ y.— P hiladelphia Record.

“ The 'commander of the faithful’ is 
of middling stature, rather under than 
over the average, and of weakly consti­ 
tution.

The sultan 
wears his beard long, and care has 
sprinkled his hair and beard with silver 
within the last few years. It ig a fami­ 
ly tradition among the heirs of Osman 
to speak in a loud voice. Abdul Hamid’s 
utterance is strident and imperious. It 
is the voice of a master addressing those 
whom he regards as his slaves.” 
Ever since he ha« boeu on the throne 
Abdul Hamid has rarely gone to bed at 
night to rise in tho morning like an or­ 
dinary mortal. 
He seldom retires until 
dawn, hut rises again at 8 o’clock, hav­ 
ing spent tho night hard at work listen­ 
ing to reports and attending to the 
affairs of state. 
When he has nothing 
else to do, ho reads French detective 
stories, for he has an all pervading idea 
that conspiracies are being hatched 
against him, and passes his time cir­ 
cumventing an imaginary conspirator. 
Nobody knows where he will spend any 
part of the day or evening. Often he 
enters a building, and, while the sen­ 
tries at the door believe thut he is inside, 
he has gone by a back door and to 
some other building. Moreover, in what­ 
ever part of the palace he may be, there 
is a permanent service of surveillance 
day and night, and he is constantly ac­ 
companied by a score of persons, who 
organize a special service in the build­ 
ing or apartment whore he happens to 
be for the moment. 
Where the sultan will sleep is never 
known. He possesses more than 50 beds 
in the different parts of the palace, ami 
these bedroom» are separated from the 
rest of the edifice by iron doors and fur 
nished with most ingenious and compli 
oated locks. Two superb St. BemartL 
also sleep outside the door of the apart 
mcnt in which the sultan may be sleep 
ing, for he knows that four footed 
guardians cannot be tampered with. 
Formerly the members of the imperial 
harem used to move about among tho 
numerous palaces on tho Bosporus, but 
Abdul Hamid put a Htop to it. The la­ 
dies of the harem never have the benefit 
of a change of air. Their palace is their 
prison, and nowhere does phthisis olain 
so many victims as in the harem of

ARBITRATION OI LABOR DISPUTES. 


One of the acts cl the last legislature 


creates a labor commission of two mem­ 
bers appointed by the governor. 
It is 


made the duty of these commissioners, 
when they receive information of the 


existence of a strike, lock-out, boycott, 
or other labor complication affecting 
the labor or employment of fifty per­ 


sons or more, to go the place where the 
trouble exists and offer their service as 


mediators. 
If they can not bring about 
an amicable settlement in this way they 


shall endeavor to induce the parties to 
submit their difficulties to arbitration. 


lf arbitration is consented to the labor 
commissioners and the judge of the cir 


cuit court in the county where the 


trouble exists shall constitute the board 
of arbitration. 
The agreement to arbi­ 


trate must be in writing and signed by 
the employer or bis representative, and 


signed by the employer or bis represen­ 


tative and no less than two thirds of 


the striking employes 
The finding of the arbitrators m ust 


be recorded in the office of the clerk 
of the circuit court. 
After the finding 
is made both parties to the contr .iversy 


must abide by it, and failing to do so 
may be punished by the court for con­ 


tempt. 
In case of a labor controversy in 
which the labor commission is unable 
to adjust the difficulties, and in which 
the parties to the controversy re use to 


submit to arbitration, it is mad 3 the 
duty of the commission to investigate 


and learn the tacts attending the dis­

gress Philadelphia was made the capital 
of the nation from 1790 until 1800. In 
1793 the yellow fever became epidemic 
in this city, and it was in October of 
that year that tho governor of Pennsyl­ 
vania asked the board of trustees to ac­ 
commodate the house of assembly, and 
a similar request for quarters came from 
congress. 
At the November meeting following 
the board proffered to congress the 
choice of the school building, but there 
is uo minute evidence to show that con­ 
gress accepted the generous offer. 
At 
this time Washington resided in German­ 
town, and the town was spoken of as 
the government place of the state, aud 
also of the United States. Jefferson, 
then secretary of state, and Randolph, 
attorney general, occupied the building, 
some years ago tom down to extend the 
site on which the National bank now 
stands, ut Main street and School lane. 
So, with Washington, Thomas Jeffer­ 
son and John Randolph residing is Ger­ 
mantown, it is not strange that the con­ 
clusion should be formed that congress 
was in session at the same time. 
Al­ 
though tilt1 Germantown academy never 
had the honor of accommodating con­ 
gress, a few years later, in 1798, when 
the yellow fever made its apparance 
again in this city, the banks of North 
America and of Pennsylvania did find a 
temporary place of safety in the old 
academy.—-Philadelphia Record,
